NCAA SOUTH REGION FIELD FEATURES TWO PRIOR CHAMPIONS 


The four teams in the NCAA South Regional being played in Salisbury bring a wealth of 
tournament experience, and success, into the 1996 playoffs. Combined, the teams total 34 playoff 
appearances since the Division III championship was initiated in 1981. Additionally, two of the 
participants are among the seven schools that have claimed the national championship: Ithaca in 
1982, and Salisbury State in 1986. A closer look at the four competing squads: 


ITHACA COLLEGE brings a 12-8 overall record into the tournament, and is making its 13th appearance 
in the NCAA Division III playoffs. The Bombers are making their second trip of the year to Salisbury. 
Ithaca split a pair of games against Frostburg (W, 2-0) and Salisbury (L, 1-2) during its first visit to town 
in September. Junior forward Julie Parsons is the team’s leading scorer with 13 goals and 28 total points. 
Senior Marie Kelly is second in scoring with seven goals and 16 points, while sophomore Kelli Coppola 
adds six goals and 15 points. Sophomore Jen Stoneburg has started 18 of Ithaca’s 20 games in goal while 
posting seven shutouts and a 1.28 goals against average. 


LEBANON VALLEY COLLEGE is making its sixth consecutive appearance in the NCAA Tournament. 
The Flying Dutchmen, 14-5 overall, finished as the runnersup in the Middle Atlantic Conference after 
losing 3-0 to Messiah in the championship game. Saturday’s opening round contest against Ithaca is a 
rematch of the game played October 12 between the teams, won by Ithaca 3-0. Senior forward Andrea 
Stetler paces the offense with a team-high 17 goals and 36 total points. Junior Erin Schmid combines with 
Stetler to form a powerful one-two combination. Schmid has 14 goals and 32 total points. Junior goalie 
Joanna bates has started every game this season and enters the tournament with a 0.89 goals against 
average. Lebanon Valley has registered 10 shutouts this year. 


SALISBURY STATE UNIVERSITY enters the tournament as champions of the Capital Athletic 
Conference for the second straight year. The Sea Gulls, 15-2 overall, are making their 12th NCAA 
appearance in the past 13 years. Salisbury has won four straight and 14 of 15 games coming into 
Saturday’s contest. Senior Sue Fatz is the team’s leading scorer with 23 goals and 49 points. She also 
became SSU’s alltime leading scorer earlier this season. Sophomore Megan Hopper adds 13 goals and 30 
points, while junior Laura Getty has 11 goals and 27 points. Senior Kristin Archer has started every game 
in goal and sports a 0.71 goals against average. The Sea Gulls have eight shutouts this year, including 
three straight entering the tournament. 


WILLIAMS COLLEGE is making its third straight NCAA Tournament appearance. Under its 
conference’s rules, the Ephs were prohibited from competing in NCAA postseason games until 1993. 
Williams is 11-3 overall and has won four of its last five games. Junior Erin Burnett leads the Ephs in 
scoring with 10 goals and 20 total points. Senior Victoria Bender has six goals and 14 points, while senior 
Laura Kjeldgaard adds five goals and 10 points. Senior Jane Lee has eight shutouts on the season with an 
.857 saves percentage.
